To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of 
Irthlingborough. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Palmer  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  annual 
report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1943.  The  report  is  drawn  up  on  the  lines  suggested  in  various  circulars 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  vital  statistics  may  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.  The  births 
show  a diminished  rate  as  compared  with  that  for  1942,  whilst  the  death 
rate  shows  an  increase  as  compared  with  the  same  year.  Such  fluctua- 
tions are  fortuitious  and  incidential  to  computations  based  on  relatively 
small  statistical  material. 

Apart  from  a small  outbreak  of  measles  during  March  and  April 
the  incidence  of  the  zymotic  diseases  continues  at  a low  level.  The 
estimated  number  of  children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  who  have  been 
immunised  against  diphtheria  compares  favourably  with  other  districts. 

In  the  sphere  of  applied  sanitation  the  problem  of  the  disposal  of 
sludge  from  the  sewage  works  is  a matter  which  will  call  for  solution  in 
the  near  future. 

I acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  support  I continue  to  receive  from 
the  members  of  the  Council  and  the  advice  and  assistance  afforded  me  by 
the  executive  officers  of  the  Council.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


Ar«a — The  area  of  the  district  is  2,910  acres. 

Population — The  estimated  population  is  not  available  for 
publication. 

Deaths — The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  district  after 
adjustment  for  outward  and  inward  transfers  was  60  as  compared  with 
55  in  the  previous  year.  The  rate  was  13.44  as  compared  with  12.1  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  following  table  shows  the  death  rates  for 
1939-43,  together  with  comparative  rates  for  the  Administrative  County 
and  England  and  Wales.

The  ‘ comparability  tactors  ’ are  not  available  for  1941-43  owing 
to  the  magnitude  of  local  population  movements  and  the  uneven  dis- 
tribution of  civilian  war  deaths  A list  of  the  causes  of  death  is  given 
in  Table  No.l  page  15. 

Births — The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  the  district  was  86 
as  compared  with  90  in  1942,  thus  showing  a decrease  of  4.4  per  cent. 
The  number  of  births  registered  was  equivalent  to  14.8  per  1,000  of  the 
civilian  population  as  compared  with  the  rate  of  16.5  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  trend  of  the  birth  rate  together  with  other  vital  statistics 

is  shown  in  Table  No.  3 page  17.

Stillbirths— The  number  of  stillbirths  registered  was  six  as  compared 
with  four  in  1942.  The  rate  was  1.32  per  1,000  of  the  population  as 
compared  with  0.5  for  the  country  as  a whole. 
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Maternal  Mortality  — One  death,  an  inward  transfer,  occurred  in 
1943.  The  death  was  assigned  to  ‘ Other  Maternal  Causes  the  death 
being  certitied  as  ‘ Acute  Nephritis — Toxaemia  of  pregnancy/ 

Enfant  Mortality — Two  legitimate  females  died  under  one  year. 
The  rate  of  23.25  is  slightly  above  that  for  1942  but  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  rate  of  49.0  for  England  and  Wales.  The  local 
rates  for  the  quinquennium  1939-43,  together  with  comparative  figures 
are  as  follows  :

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Laboratory  facilities— -The  laboratory  work  associated  with  the 
diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  diseases  and  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  water  supplies  is  carried  out  by  the  Emergency  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton  General  Hospital.  Chemical 
examination  of  the  water  supply  is  carried  out  by  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  in  London.  Examination  of  sewage  and  the  effluent  from 
the  sewage  works  is  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Rideal,  Rideal  and  Sciver  of 
London.  Samples  of  milk  are  examined  for  bacteriological  cleanliness 
and  keeping  quality  at  the  County  Council’s  laboratory  in  Northampton. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin — A supply  of  antitoxin  is  maintained  at  the 
Council  Offices  and  is  available  free  of  charge  to  medical  practitioners 
for  use  in  the  town. 

Ambulance  service — The  ambulance  service  for  accidents  and  non- 
infectious  cases  is  provided  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  who 
maintain  a 25  h.p.  Vauxhall  Ambulance.  The  service  is  adequate  for 
the  needs  of  the  town  and  the  removals  are  carefully  and  expeditiously 
carried  out.  Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  removed  by  the  ambulance 
provided  by  the  East  Northants  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Board. 

blursing  in  the  home — The  Irthlingborough  Nursing  Association 
which  is  affiliated  with  the  Northamptonshire  Nursing  Association 
employs  a Queens  Nurse  who  is  State  Registered  and  holds  the  Certificate 
of  the  Central  Midwives  Board.  Details  of  the  work  done  during  1943 
are  as  follows  :

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — The  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  by 
the  County  Council  at  the  Band  Club  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each 
month.  There  is  no  antenatal  clinic  in  the  town,  but  expectant  mothers 
attend  the  clinics  at  Wellingborough  and  Rushden.  Orthopaedic  cases 
attend  the  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Clinic  held  at  Rushden,  on  alternate 
Fridays. 

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases — Hospital  ac- 
commodation is  provided  by  the  East  Northants  Joint  Isolation  Hospital 
Board  at  their  hospital  at  Finedon  Road,  Wellingborough.  The  precept 
levied  on  the  Council  by  the  Board  was  £132. 
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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

Water  Supply — The  supply  was  adequate  in  quantity  throughout  the 
year  even  in  spite  of  the  heavy  demands  made  by  industrial  undertakings. 
The  daily  consumption  per  head  of  population  was  53.2  gallons.  The 
chlorination  apparatus  continued  to  function  satisfactorily.  During  the 
month  of  July  complaints  were  received  that  the  water  was  tainted  and 
that  it  had  an  objectionable  smell.  Chemical  examination  indicated 
that  vegetative  matter  was  gaining  access  to  the  town  well,  which  was 
then  being  supplemented  by  water  pumped  from  one  of  the  tube  wells 
which  had  been  sunk  in  the  gathering  ground  to  afford  a supply  for  an 
industrial  undertaking.  The  water  delivered  to  the  domestic  consumers 
in  the  town  was  bacteriologically  satisfactory,  there  being  no  presumptive 
coliform  organisms  present  in  the  samples  examined.  The  obnoxious 
taste  continued  for  some  months  after  the  peccant  source  was  cut  off. 
This  was  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  the  carbon  in  the  filters  had 
become  ' sick  ’ with  the  products  which  resulted  from  the  chemical 
combination  of  vegetative  matter  and  chlorine.  Subsequent  events 
showed  that  this  was  the  case  since  with  the  renewal  of  the  carbon  in  the 
filters  the  taste  became  normal. 

Details  of  the  examinations  carried  out  on  the  water  supply  is  given 
in  Table  No.  2 page  16. 

Sewage  Disposal — The  sewage  disposal  works  functioned  satis- 
factorily. The  Surveyor  obtained  and  added  to  the  fauna  of  the  perco- 
lating filters  a supply  of  the  insects  known  as  Achorutes  purpurescens 
and  Achorutes  viacticus  for  their  value  in  consuming  organic  matter, 
thus  aiding  the  passage  of  humus  through  the  filters.  Ferrous  sulphate 
continues  to  be  used  as  a precipitation  agent  with  good  effect.  The  total 
volume  of  sewage  treated  at  the  works  was  54,416,000  gallons.  The 
problem  of  sewage  disposal  can  now  be  said  to  have  resolved  itself  into 
the  disposal  of  sludge.  The  use  of  a chemical  precipitant  has  resulted  in 
the  production  of  a relatively  large  amount  of  sludge,  the  treatment  of 
which  is  rapidly  becoming  a problem.  This  will  undoubtedly  become 
more  acute,  as  the  available  land  at  the  works  becomes  occupied  by 
sludge  beds. 

Sewers — The  discharge  of  trade  wastes  into  the  sewers  continues 
to  give  cause  for  anxiety.  One  of  the  main  sewers  was  blocked  with  the 
result  that  certain  lands  were  flooded.  One  trade  effluent  notice  was 
received  under  the  Public  Health  (Drainage  of  Trade  Premises)  Act,  1937,

from  an  industrial  firm  and  permission  was  granted  to  discharge  into  the 
sewer  a maximum  quantity  of  3,000  gallons  per  day. 

Closet  Accommodation.  There  are  no  material  changes  in  the 
circumstances  reported  in  1938. 

Disinfection — No  disinfecting  apparatus  is  maintained  by  the  Council. 
Concurrent  and  terminal  disinfection  is  carried  out  by  liquid  and  gaseous 
disinfectant  as  the  occasion  arises. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs — One  case  was  reported.  The  premises 
were  treated  with  sulphur  dioxide  generated  from  a proprietary  prepa- 
ration. 

Scabies — A few  cases  came  to  notice.  One  native  case  was  treated 
at  Glapthorn  Hospital,  Oundle,  at  a cost  of  two  guineas  per  week. 

Moveable  Dwellings — No  licences  were  granted  and  no  notices  were 
served. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919,  Infestation  Order,  1943 — A rat 

catcher  was  employed  for  two  days  at  the  refuse  tip  at  the  cost  of  £2. 

Public  Cleansing — House  refuse  is  removed  by  a 50  cwt.  Bedford 
lorry  to  the  Havway  tip  where  the  controlled  system  of  disposal  is  carried 
out  as  far  as  covering  material  is  available.  The  number  of  loads  collected 
was  278. 

Elementary  Schools — The  sanitary  conveniences  at  the  schools 
have  been  examined  periodically  and  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  state. 

A summary  of  the  sanitary  inspections,  etc.  is  given  in  Table  No.  7, 

page  20. 
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SECTION  D. 


HOUSING. 

There  were  no  houses  erected  in  the  town  during  the  year.  A few 
cases  of  overcrowding  came  to  notice,  but  owing  to  the  sustained  demand 
for  housing  accommodation,  no  action  was  possible. 

Details  of  the  Clearance  Areas  and  other  housing  statistics  were 
given  in  Table  No.  6,  page  27,  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1939-1942.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply — Samples  of  milk  taken  in  the  course  of  delivery  to  the 
consumers  have  been  submitted  at  regular  intervals  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  the  County  Laboratory,  for  examination  as  to  cleanliness 
and  keeping  quality.  The  number  of  samples  submitted  and  the  results 
of  the  examination  of  the  samples  by  the  methylene  blue  test  was  :

Meat  Inspection — The  arrangements  described  in  the  Annual  Report 
1939-42  were  continued  in  1943. 

Food  Inspection — A small  quantity  of  food  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption was  surrendered  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  details  of  which 
are  given  in  Table  No.  7,  page  20.  The  prevention  of  the  contamination 
of  food  is  a most  important  obligation  which  is  placed  on  food  handlers 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  Section  13,  for  the  prevention  of 
alimentary  infections.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  that  the 
management  and  food  handler  is  obliged  by  law  to  ensure  that  cleanliness 
be  observed  by  all  persons  employed,  and  there  shall  be  provided  suitable 
washing  basins,  a supply  of  soap,  clean  towels,  and  clean  hot  and  cold 
water. 

As  the  result  of  the  Government's  food  control  scheme,  and  the  need 
for  official  certificates  for  unfit  food,  there  must  be  little  spoilage  that 
does  not  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Inspector.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Smallpox— No  cases  were  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever — Four  sporadic  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified 
as  compared  with  one  the  previous  year.  One  case  was  removed  to 
hospital.  The  disease  was  of  mild  type  and  no  deaths  were  assigned  to 
this  disease. 

Diphtheria — It  is  again  gratifying  to  report  that  no  cases  weie 
notified.  The  last  occasion  on  which  cases  occurred  was  in  1938. 

Diphtheria  Prophylaxis- — The  arrangements  described  in  the  1939-42 
annual  report  continue  to  work  satisfactorily.  In  order  that  the  good 
record  of  the  town  for  freedom  from  diphtheria  is  maintained  it  is  essential 
that  there  be  no  flagging  off  in  the  effort  to  secure  that  all  children  of  the 
town  be  immunised  against  diphtheria.  The  following  table  shows  the 
number  and  estimated  percentage  of  the  child  population  under  fifteen 
who  were  immunised.

Pneumonia — Five  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  as  compared 
with  six  during  1942.  The  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  4 pneumonia  ' 
all  forms  was  three. 

Erysipelas — This  is  the  fourth  successive  year  during  which  no  cases 
were  notified. 

Measles — A small  outbreak  of  measles  took  place  in  the  town  during 
the  months  of  March  and  April.  The  number  of  cases  amounted  to  117 
as  compared  with  the  larger  epidemic  which  took  place  in  1940  when 
229  cases  were  notified.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  cough— Twelve  cases  were  notified  and  there  were  no 
deaths. 
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Closure  of  Schools — No  action  was  considered  necessary  under  the 
Elementary  Educational  Provisional  Code,  1922,  Article  57,  which  is  as 
follows  : — ‘ If  the  Sanitary  Authority  of  the  district  in  which  the  school 
is  situated,  or  any  two  members  thereof  acting  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  require  either  the  closure  of  the  school  or  any  depart- 
ment thereof  or  the  excluding  of  certain  children  for  a specified  time, 
with  a view  to  preventing  the  spread  of  disease  or  any  danger  to  health 
likely  to  arise  from  the  condition  of  the  school,  such  requirement  must 
at  once  be  complied  with/ 

Tuberculosis — Six  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (3  males,  3 females) 
were  notified.  There  was  a total  of  three  deaths.  Two  died  from 
pulmonary  infection  and  one  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.
